1. Five major deciduous tree or ten conifers planted and
maintained on the lot. A combination of these two tree types
is acceptable provided that 5,000 square feet of tree cover is
provided. A major deciduous tree is estimated te cover 1,000
square feet and 2 conifer, 500 square feet at wmaturity.

Storm water runoft fros ispervious surfaces associated with
this petition should be directed over pervious areas such as
lawn to encourage maximum infiltration.
